But it does not seek to 
interfere with materials already under 
subpoena or needed in the current 
Watergate cover-up trial. 
Nixon’s attorney Herbert J. Miller 
argued that moving the materials to the 
West Coast would not interfere with the 
cause of justice 
But Kreindler said that Miller had not 
taken 
into 
account 
“ ongoing 
investigations" when he listed the 
material that Nixon wants to move to 
the West Coast. 
“ He has not included grand jury 
subpoenas 
that 
he 
was 
informed 
approximately 10 days ago would be 
issued,” Kriendler said. 
Moments later Miller was on his feet, 
protesting that the terms of his legal 
effort 
to 
move 
the 
presidential 
materials were not intended to block any 
criminal investigation. 
‘Tm willing to ammend (the request 
to move the materials) to exclude the 
grand jury subpoenas so none can say 
this action was filed for impeding any 
type of grand jury investigation or 
Watergate trial,” Miller said. “ It was 
filed in good faith ” 
Kreindler told newsmen after the 
hearing that the impending subpoenas 
and the grand jury investigation concern 
matters in the jurisdiction of the special 
Watergate prosecutor. He refused to 
elaborate.

Barbara Superior Court. 
Catterlin 
also 
from 
the 
witness stand before trial judge 
John A. Westwick and a jury of 
eight women and four men 
labeled Frederick Kling, Los 
Angeles 
counsel 
for 
the 
developers, as being a “ liar.” 
The supervisor, caustically 
referring to Kling as “ Clink” at 
one point, drew the ire of 
Deputy 
District 
Attorney 
Patrick McKinley on several 
occasions. 
But Catterlin, whose vote 
July 29 served to kill Cal Pac 
Recreation, Inc.’s hopes for a 
major expansion of the Santa 
Ynez Valley resort, said he was 
incensed 
because 
he 
had 
learned 
Kling 
had 
made 
accusations that he “ had been 
bribed to vote no” on the 
project, bringing on a request 
from the sheriff’s office that he 
take a lie-detector test. 
“ That kind of hookum is why 
I say Kling is a liar,” he 
asserted. 
Judge Westwick was forced 
to intervene in the by-play 
between 
McKinley 
and 
his 
witness at times and caution 
McKinley to “ stick to the 
issues,” 
particularly 
when 
prosecutor went into details 
about 
the 
investigation 
launched by Sheriff John W 
C a r p e n te r 
in to 
b rib e 
allegations 
by 
Kling 
and 
Howard Olsen, both Cal Pac 
partners. 
Catterlin testified he had no 
knowledge of the accusations 
against Navarro, 36, or himself 
until after Navarro’s arrest the 
evening of Aug. 19 by sheriff’s 
officers. 
He complained the sheriff’s 
department on the basis of 
Kling’s assertions had posted 
officers “ in the bushes” around 
his home, tailed the car in 
which he and Navarro traveled 
home from their offices late 
that day, and had a search 
warrant for his home. 
“ I was asked to take a lie 
detector test with reference to 
the 
accusation 
Bill 
Luton 
bribed me to vote no,” he 


testified He said there were 
references that his vote was in 
return for Luton “ cancelling 
my debts for television time in 
my state senate campaign” 
last spring Luton is owner of 
Channel 
3, 
KEYT, 
it 
was 
stated. 
Catterlin said he first agreed 
to take the test, then refused 
because “ I didn't think 1 should 
under the circumstances.” 
Judge Westwick intervened 
as more questions about the 
right of the sheriff to probe into 
the case were 
injected by 
McKinley. 
“ We’re not trying the sheriff 
here, gentlemen,” 
said the 
Judge 
“ No, 
we're 
trying 
me,” 
Catterlin responded, referring 
to McKinley ’s examination 
Catterlin 
maintained 
he 
“ voted my conscience” in the 
Zaca Lake case. He said he 
became convinced he should 
oppose it when he clearly saw it 
would be a fire trap for the 
numbers of persons Zaca Lake 
developers 
wanted 
to have 
camp there He also saw it as 
causing irreparable damage to 
the 
m o u h ta in -la k e 
environment, he testified. 
Catterlin denied that Luton 
“ or 
anyone

influenced his vote, and that 
Kling was wrong when he 
imagined that the supervisor 
had favored the project right 
up to noon of the day of the 
hearing July 29.

Navarro that “ you must be 
kidding” 
and asked

thought Olsen was serious. 
Navarro responded he didn’t 
think 
Olsen

serious, 
according to Catterlin. 


However, Catterlin said he 
hadn't known Navarro was 
making visits to the lake as a 
guest of the developers, or 
known his aide had paid a visit 
to the Olsen nursery in Los 
Angeles. 


Earlier, Kling had testified 
he had believed Navarro was 
seeking a 
$10,000 bribe to 
provide favors to bring about a 
county permit for large-scale 


resort expansion. He said his 
partner, Olsen, had brought 
him 
word 
of 
N avarro’s 
activities when Navarro was 
visiting the resort the evening 
of July 27. 


But Kling said he didn't 
reveal details of the alleged 
bribery deal or Olsen's alleged 
offer of $10,000 to Navarro until 
Aug 9 when he appeared at the 
sheriff's 
office 
in 
Santa 
Barbara — some 11 days after 
the decisive vote on the board 
against the project 


“ Then it’s possible,” said

co u n sel 
Ja m e s 
Lindsey, "that if the vote had 
been favorable to Cal Pac that 
day, no one would have ever 
heard of any bribery charge.” 
Kling denied he would have 
remained silent, even though 
he admitted that if he had 
exposed a bribery offer after 
the favorable vote, the vote 
would have been voided, and 
the resort permit withdrawn. 
Kling 
conceded

written the name “ Luton" on a 
piece of paper in Navarro's 
office shortly after the vote 
against his firm The paper was 
shown to a small group of

Mrs. Catherine Bolt, and Olsen 
who were conjecturing at the 
time, it was testified, who had 
influenced Catterlin to change 
his vote. 
Catterlin claimed the Kling 
statements

County Grand Jury. He said he 
also learned that officers had

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Court strikes down 
school tax credits 


WASHINGTON (U P !)- T h e 
Supreme Court today struck 
down a law giving tax credits to 
parents of non public school 
children as unconstitutional. 
The court acted in a brief 
order affirming the decision of 
a three judge court The lower 
court 
said 
in 
granting 
a 
summary 
judgment without 
trial that the law, on its face, 
impermissibly 
funnels state 
funds 
to 
foster 
religious 
institutions 
Three justices wanted to 
hear 
the 
case 
in 
oral 
arguments, but it takes four 
votes to bring a case to the 
court for full review Justice 
Byron R. White and William 
H. 
Rehnquist, 
plus 
Chief 
Justice 
Warren E. 
Burger 
contended that the law should 
be upheld 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
has 
knocked down state laws giving 
direct or indirect financial aid 
to sectarian schools unless 
there are stringent guarantees 
that the money will be used for 
non-religious purposes such as 
bus 
transportation 
or 
non 
religious textbooks. 
Last term, the court struck 
down a New York law similar 
to California’s but which also 
granted 
tax 
monies 
to 
parochial schools directly. The 
court said there was no way to 
assure that the grants were not 
used for religious purposes 
without establishing a large 
inspection system that would 
greatly involve the government 
in religious institutions. 
In its appeal, to the high 
court, California did not defend 
the state law, but said that the 
three-judge 
court 
acted 
improperly 
by 
making 
its 
ruling 
without 
a 
trial. 
California said the issues are 
too complex to be dealt with in 
such a summary fashion 
State law provides for tax 
credits up to $125 per dependent 
attending a non-public school, 
either religious or secular. The 
permissible tax credit declined 
as parental income increased. 
Families with over $19,000 
income received no tax break 
Suit was brought by four 
taxpayers and two non-profit 
groups

Americans for Public Schools

Separation of Church and State. 
All six plaintiffs said the 
state

of 
operational shuttle flights and 
when weather or other consid 
erations make it desirable." 
After the scheduled Soviet- 
American linkup of spacecraft 
in July 1975, the shuttle is the 
next step in the U S space 
program 
The first non-orbital test 
flights will be launched from a 
747 aircraft at NASA’s flight 
research center at Edwards in 
1977 
The shuttle will have a 
payload 
rapacity 
of 65.000 
pounds. When fully operational, 
it will carry scientists and 
other crews into orbit for 
retrieving and maintaining or­ 
biting satellites 
Unlike the Apollo and other 
early non-reuseable craft, the 
shuttle is designed for its own 
powered ascent and landing on 
ground with onboard crews. It

Too many Russian 
agents, Kelley says 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kelley 
says he is not seeing spies and 
communists “ under every bed 
or behind every tree” but there 
just are too many Soviet bloc 
agents wandering around 
The FBI has expelled only 
five spies in the last five years, 
none in the last two. 
In addition to the growing 
roster of Soviet bloc agents in 
embassies and UN missions, 
Kelley told reporters recently, 
the number of Russian and 
Eastern European tourists and 
visitors to the United States 
has grown greatly, from ballet 
troupes to the Red Armv choir. 


“ There are a tremendous 
number of visitors, students," 
Kelley said. “ Any one of them 
could be (a spy) and I feel 
many are." 


Ideally, he said, there should 
be at least one FBI agent for 
each Soviet bloc agent but a 
“ four-fold 
increase 
in 
the 
number of foreign intelligence 
gatherers during the past 15 
years makes this impossible. 


“ The increased influx must 
be for some purpose," he said 
“ I'm not going to do any flag 
waving but if you’re in a fight 
with your neighbor and see him 
out skipping rope and punching 
a bag, you had better do some 
of that yourself." 
He said the F B I’s 8,000 
agents are spending about one- 
fourth of their time on security 
problems and he is seriously 
thinking 
about 
recruiting 
another 250 men to cope with 
the situation 
There are 217 Soviet di­ 
plomats and newsmen alone in 
Washington, at the United 
Nations 
and 
the 
Russian 
consulate in San Francisco. 
Most have families. 
Add another 400 diplomats 
and newsmen in Washington 
and at the UN for Bulgaria, 
C zechoslovakia, 
E a st 
Germany, Poland, Romania 
and Yugoslavia. 
Then 
there 
are 
resident 
employes of Soviet Export- 
Import, 
Amtorg, 
Intourist, 
Aeroflot, shipping agencies — 
and the horde of visitors.

Rookie golfer wins big 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex (UPI ) — Rookie Terry Diehl sat in the clubhouse shaking his 
head “ I can’t believe it. I can’t believe it. I ’m just in a state of aw e,” he said. “This 
is beyond my wildest expectations.” 
In probably the biggest overnight success story of the 1974 golf season, Diehl had 
just pocketed $25,000 for first place in the Texas Open, an event he considered 
avoiding because of a dismal first season as a professional golfer. 
ptehl discussed entering with his wife in Rochester, N.Y., decided to play in the 
$125,000 tournament and barely qualified with a 73. 
The 24-year-old former University of Georgia golfer cam e to San Antonio afraid 
that his PGA card might be lifted because he was $1,100 under the necessary $3,000 
in earnings. His best finish in 19 tournaments was a tie for 26th in the Quad Cities 
Open. 
“I was so depressed, I considered not even coming. I had dream t of becoming a 
professional athlete since I was a little kid,’’ he said. 
Diehl put together rounds of 68, 65 , 65, 71 to finish 19 under par at 269, one stroke 
ahead of veteran Mike Hill. When he tapped in his final putt, he picked up the ball 
and hurled it 100 yards across the course in joy. 
Diehl, playing in a field headed by No. 3 money winner Lee Trevino, fired the 
year's low 54 hole score of 192 and held a four stroke lead entering Sunday’s final 
round on the 7,036-yard Woodlake Golf Club course. 
Wally Armstrong and Andy North tied for third with 17 under par 271s. Gil Morgan 
and A1 Geiberger finished at 272, while Bobby Mitchell, Bobby Greenwood and Bob 
Stanton had 273s.

Rockefeller 


and 


money 


I don't think Rockefeller is in trouble, 
but the attacks on him are interesting 
and, up to a point, even a little bracing 
The principal line of attack is on the 
matter of his munificence It should be 
said about Rockefeller, as it might be 
said about the telephone company, that 
both 
have done 
a 
superb job 
in 
persuading the public that it is better off 
letting them alone In the first place, to 
remove the Rockefeller fortune would 
be like removing all the warp from the 
Aiqerican financial structure, 
leaving 
only 
woof. 
Coping with the tele­ 
phone industry would 
be a lot easier: but 
you will have noticed 
that nobody, with the 
possible exception of 
Jane Fonda. proposes 
to nationalize it This , 
. 
miracle has occurred 
^ 
by 
the triumph 
of 
management. 
The Rockefellers, by the same token, 
very early in their training associated 
themselves in the public mind with — 
philanthropy. 
Their 
use 
of 
the 
Rockefeller name in connection with 
that philanthropy was only a little less 


lavish than the use of the funds 
themselves. True, they didn’t name it 
the 
"Rockefeller 
Esso, 
E-s-s-o, 
Foundation,” to stimulate the sales of 
Standard Oil. But it is hard to find a 
record 
of 
anonymous 
institutional 
Rockefeller benefactions. 
Thus the public became used to the 
idea that the Rockefellers pour a great 
deal of their money into philanthropy, 
and. accordingly, there hasn’t been very 
much 
resentment 
of 
Rockefeller 
money 
That is one reason why, when now it 
transpires that there is a considerable 
degree 
of 
anonymous 
Rockefeller 
philanthropy, after all, there isn't very 
much public shock This has caused 
great indignation, though mostly in 
people like Anthony Lewis, who reach 
for 
indignation 
like 
plants 
for 
chlorophyll. 
The 
New 
York Times 
columnist rages at the lack of public 
concern over the huge, half million 
dollar, gift by Rockefeller to William 
Ronan, and demands to know why the 
same people who foraged the Nixon 
record for evidences of any unregistered 
movement of cash, haven’t come down 
on 
R ockefeller 
demanding 
an 
explanation 
I should think that the principal reason 


is 
that 
no 
explanation 
is 
really 
necessary Now it is true that there is a 
hypothetical conflict of interest That is 
to say, William Ronan was nominated 
by Rockefeller to a position (on the New 
York Port Authority) whence Ronan 
might have voted in such a way as to 
frustrate Governor Rockefeller 
The 
assumption of the critics of the gift is 
that that gift makes the giftee eternally 
dependent. In fact, gifts neither make 
people eternally dependent nor, for that 
matter, eternally grateful 
Almost every politician got his start 
as the result of the benefaction of a 
senior politician. This took the form 
sometimes of cash, other times of 
preferential treatment. True, there has 
been loyalty, and sometimes it has been 
expressed against the public interest, as 
when the Kennedy brothers nominated a 
tame Boston judge for an advancement 
to which he clearly wasn't entitled But 
more often than not, there is a residual 
independence, and I choose to think in 
the absence of evidence to the contrary 
that under certain circumstances Mr. 
Ronan would vote against Rockefeller in 
the Port Authority. 
What Rockefeller does accomplish 
with his money is a huge extension of his 
personality. He is a most domineering 


man, and at times a highly petulant 
man When he lost the nomination to 
Goldwater in 1964. he closed down New 
York 
for 
Republican 
presidential 
activity. When he lost the nomination to 
Nixon in 1968, he refused to let the 
Conservative Party put Nixon's name on 
their line 
By refusing, he literally 
risked 
the 
election 
I.e., 
the 
Conservative vote might have provided 
the marginal figure in the marginal 
state Rockefeller was born to be the 
boss His money makes it easier to have 
his way. One election back, over six 
million dollars had been spent on the 
race for Republican governor of New 
York This year, less than one million 
dollars has been spent The difference is 
that last time. Rockefeller was running, 
this time, Rockefeller’s successor is 
running 
But those who despair of the system 
should remember this There is only one 
thing Rockefeller has ever truly wanted, 
and all the king's horses and all the 
king’s men couldn't get it for him So 
that there is room left over to suppose 
that 
Rockefeller 
has 
simply 
been

There’s a lull in the conversation. Men 
avor punctuating swallows of beer 
rom gently held cans as they sit in a 
not on picnic benches.

Raped their girls and young 
vomen Col. Ushkoff ordered me with 
wo squads of cossacks go liquidate the 
>andits...” 
The man’s face is 
Russian 
terrain 
as 
well, 
wintered 
and 
grim in the jaw and 
commanded by mo­ 
bile, light blue eyes. 
The eyes can winter 
over too, or can thaw 
in a twinkling instant 
when, in life or a 
r e m e m b e r e d 
a d ­ 
venture, nature and 
the gods prove them­ 
selves 
thoughtless 
p r a n k s t e r s 
once 
again. 
This happens often. 
And 
in the 
retelling, his words fall like the punch 
lines of cosmic jokes. After 77 years, 
life’s shocks have been outdistanced by 
its elemental ironies. And to survive 
whole, he knows, you must learn to 
appreciate the pranksters’ sense of 
humor. 
The Baltic sailors, communists, were 
encountered 
by 
the 
white 
(anti­ 
communist) cossacks south of Omsk. 
Spiridon Grigorievich Nadeyeff, the 
storyteller, remembers three dead, 27 
captured, 
26 
executed 
and 
one 
spared. Nadeyeff, too, was the spared 
one often enough. 
Winter had come to Mongolia The 
communists, 
after finally 
sweeping 
through Siberia, were menacing the 
mountain passes. Nadeyeff, a cossack 
officer in the Great War, had been 
chased on his return when the masses of 
army enlisted and workers took up 
Lenin’s cry to "steal that which was 
stolen from you.” 
Army discipline crumbled. Yet the 
cossack units hung together and many 
made their way to Siberia, as units of 
the anti-communist white army, as the 
reds advanced. After Siberia fell, there 
was Mongolia to fall back to. And after 
Mongolia, China. 
Baron Ungam, a displaced German 
officer who led attacks with a sharpened 
bamboo pole, was given command of 
cossacks in Mongolia by the Lama They 
included Nadeyeff, who Ungaro ordered 
to spend a blistering day and frigid night 
naked on a roof for being caught 
smoking on the streets. 
A Mongolian Monastery, packed with 
treasure, 
was 
under 
siege 
by 
a 
menacing 
tribe 
that 
winter. 
The 
cossacks arrived, drew swords and 
watched the attacking tribe flee, as 
monks chased after, clubbing their 
women and children. 
After, the 200 cossacks were poured an 
evil-smelling Chinese wine from animal 
stomachs kept in baskets. Nadeyeff 


drank hearty with the rest, he retells, 
and, when a wild horse was trotted out, 
proclaimed 
he 
could 
ride 
it. 
His 
comrades poured him on the horse, the 
horse galloped away and he blacked out. 
Next morning they found the horse 
dead on the ice of a river after an 
apparent fall Nadeyeff, he says, was 
found still on the horse — asleep. 
Ungaro was pitted against 17,000 
Chinese troops, massed in a border 
village, and was reviewing his own 
officers. Nadeyeff, which means hope in 
Russian, was resplendent in bandoliers 
of cartridges and a silver sword. Ungaro 
said he looked like a pheasant. He 
ordered Nadeyeff, 22, to infiltrate the 
town and disrupt the Chinese before the 
general attack. The last officer who 
attempted this and failed had been shot. 
But then came rain and after the rain, 
Nadeyeff knew, would come fog. His 
volunteers crept through it at night and 
occupied a temple, opening fire and 
touching off the critical diversion. 
These days were after Nadeyeff’s 
career as a white hussar in Siberia, 
which was ended 
when his small 
command was ambushed in a small 
village. Alone, Nadeyeff fled into the 
Sayan Mountains, where he survived for 
four and a half years, eventually with 
two teen-age girls, one of which he made 
his wife. 
Soon, the communist wave began to 
swamp Mongolia as well. Nadeyeff’s 
mounted 
unit 
once 
ran 
out 
of 
ammunition in a fight with a red 
contingent. Backs to the river, Nadeyeff 
ordered them to strip, throw everything

When the communists poured into 
Mongolia, Nadeyeff and the others made 
their way into China, where they sold 
their arms, took rafts down the Huang 
Ho River and finally arrived in Peking 
in the sweltering summer bundled in the 
animal skins of the Mongolian uplands. 
Nadeyeff signed on with the Shanghai 
Police 
Force. 
After 
the 
invading 
Japanese had come and gone, his 
daughters married American military 
men. He emigrated to the new continent 
in 1949, where he lives now at 4280 
Polaris Avenue in Vandenberg Village 
with his daughter, Mara 
and her 
husband, Lt. Col. Robert Walton. 
Arriving 
in 
the states, 
Nadeyeff 
changed his last name to Hope and his 
first to Ira, a pet name of his wife’s. 
Roaming Eurasia has been replaced 
by frequent fishing forays out to sea, but 
nature remains an adventure. And then 
there is the story telling, when men are 
gathered and there is a lull in the 
conversation. . . 
“ The spring come. Already, the snow 
is melting in Siberia .” 


Years in prison

- On 
March 16, 1968, men of the 1st Platoon, 
Charley Company, 1st Bn., 20th Inf., 
American Division, 
entered 
the 
Vietnamese hamlet of My Lai looking 
for enemy soldiers. They found none. 
Nevertheless a war of sorts ensued. 
When after five hours the platoon 
departed, scores of oriental civilians — 
men, women and children, all unarmed 
— were dead or dying in the dirt. 
Of 25 U.S. servicemen later charged 
with implication in the atrocity, only 
one, platoon leader William Calley, was 
ever convicted. Now, six years after the 
shameful deed, the possibilityarises that 
not even that one will pay for the crime. 
After serving three years of mere 
detention in a military apartment, and a 
few 
months 
of 
actual 
prison 
incarceration, Calley has been ordered 
freed by a federal judge who believes 
the case was prejudiced by pre-trial 
publicity. 
Sorrowfully for the administration of 
justice, the judge has a point. It might 
argued that much of Calley’s pretrial 
publicity was favorable or otherwise, 
thus it perhaps canceled itself as a 
mind-swaying prejudicial agent. Yet it 
is undeniable that the acting military 
tribunal knew far too much too soon 
about the particulars, and the public 


attitude toward them, than they fairly 
should have. 
The entire matter is thus made more 
complex than ever. And the hearts of 
reasonable men everywhere should be 
troubled. Calley’s guilt, after all, is not 
in 
question; 
his defense 
was not 
innocence because of noninvolvement, 
but innocence because he was “ only 
following the orders of his superiors.” 
Considering what was done, that defense 
would have been thin in Nazi Germany. 
The My Lai massacre was as one 
sided as a lynching; not one enemy shot 
was fired at the 1st Platoon. And since 
civilization is rooted in thu premise that 
men place humanity above regulation, 
even if the order to “ waste” My Lai was 
given, 
Calley 
is 
guilty 
of 
illegal 
complicity. 
But if the Calley issue has become 
completely 
bogged 
now 
by 
legal 
arguments, and the future of the 
lieutenant is equally unclear, there is 
even another aspect of the issue which 
deserves debate: if the ultimate court 
decision is further penalization should it 
include more routine imprisonment? I 
vote no. 
My belief is that the stubby former GI 
is as guilty of murder as Cain, but that 
no good purpose would be served by 
letting him simply grow old at Fort 


Lever.worth A better plan would be to 
sentence him to a period of public 
service, painting walls in a ghetto or 
cleaning nursing home bedpans. No one, 
least of all his victims, would benefit by 
his incarceration; the alternative would 
at least serve the nation. 
The suggestion is not based on 
sympathy, but pragmatism. If society 
truly demands debt repayment from its 
outlaws, it can’t get it by locking them 
away. 


Admittedly, committing Calley to 
public service would be difficult. For 
one thing the military has not followed 
the civilian trend toward alternative 
punishment. It still believes, as a legal 
affairs officer puts it, “ in an eye for an 
eye 
and 
then 
some.” 
The 
only 
punishment 
the 
Uniform 
Code 
of 
Military Justice allows for a Calley is 
hard labor with confinement. The book, 
says the legal officer, follows William 
Cowpers advice: “ Mercy to him that 
shows it.” 
It’s doubtful the military book will 
change soon, of course. Thus the idea of 
Calley serving the humanity he so 
abused 
is 
obviously 
a 
dream. 
If 
anything, he will simply go free and on 
the lecture circuit. After all, everyone 
else at My Lai did — except the dead.

Donut

this month the 50th anniversary of 
National Donut Month! 
We strongly suspect that the Winchell 
Donut House organization is behind all 
of this and have cranked up their 
mimeograph machines to give editors 
across the country the fascinating 
history of that remarkable morsel, the 
donut. 
Here 
are 
some 
facts: 
Donuts have been 
treats for centuries. 
In fact, the Bible de­ 
scribes a fried cake 
used in sacrifices — 
kind of a misguided 
b a g e l . 
And 
r e ­ 
s e a r c h e r s 
f r o m 
Colorado's Museum of 
Na t ur al 
History 
unearthed a petrified 
donut 
while 
e x ­ 
cavating Indian arti­ 
facts. (We think we 
had one the other morning with our 
coffee). 
Dutch settlers brought donuts to the 
new world in the form of Olykoeck, a 
fried cake with raisins or nuts in the 


center. Sebastian Krol, a native of 
Holland, invented a donut with a new 
twist, and called it a "kruller.” 
Pilgrims favored donuts in the fall, 
when lard was fresh. 
The center hole of the donut didn’t 
come into fashion until much later. Its 
invention is generally credited to one 
Captain Gregory, 
a seafarer from 
Camden, Maine. He was munching on a 
fried cake while cruising the stormy 
seas one night in 1847, and he needed 
both hands to keep his ship on course. 
But what to do with the fried cake? 
Gregory rammed it over one of the 
wheel spokes. The hole proved so 
convenient, he instructed the ship’s cook 
to make cakes with holes. 
As time passed, enthusiasts found 
ways to enioy donuts. Bostonians claim 
that Paul Revere dunked the first donut 
at the Green Dragon Tavern in 1795 
Civil War soldiers had no choice but to 
dunk Their donut rations were so hard, 
they could only be eaten if softened with 
coffee 
Shipwreck 
Kelly, 
the 
infamous 
flagpole sitter, once dunked 13 donuts in 
coffee as he stood on his head high above 
a New York skyscraper. 
Dunking is a national pastime all 
around the world. Peruvians prefer a 


caramel sauce spiced with anise seeds

French 
eat 
sugar-coated 
“ beignets” with onion soup. 
For the fastidious, Emily Post herself 
ruled that donut dunking is socially 
acceptable, but only if the donut is first 
broken in half.
